Beruim, Aug. 5—The following dispatch 
has been received here from Niederotterbach, 
a email village on the Otter River, near Wein- 
eenberg, dated 6 o’cloék Thursday evening: We 
have won a brilhant but bloody victory. The 
left wing was the body, and consisted 
of the Fifth and the. Eleyenth Prussan ‘Corps, 
with the Second (Bavarian.) This force carried 
Dy an assault, under the eyes of the Prince 
Royal, the fortress .of. Weissenburg and. the 
heights between Weoissenburg and Geisburg. 
DovAyY’s division of ‘Marshal MCMAHON’S corps 
was splendidly, defeated, being | driven from ita 
camp. Gen; Dovay himeclf was killed. ' Five 
hundred’ prisoners ‘were taken, None of them 
were wounded. Many Turcos were among the 
captured. The  Prussm' Gen. KIRCBACH' ‘was 
slightly wounded. The Royal Grenadiers and 
the Fiftieth Regiment of the lhne suffered heavy 
losses. 

ANOTHER ACCOUNT. ’ 

Lonpor, Aug. 5.—The victory of the Prussian 
Crown Prince: in capturing Weiseenbure and 
Geishill was brilliant, but bloody. ‘The French 
were repulsed and dispersed, leaying behind 
them their General, Douay, killed, and 600 pris- 
oners, including many Tercos. Thé Prussians 
captured one cannon. The Prussian command- 
er, KIRCHBACH, was slightly. wounded. 

THE FRENOH STATEMENT, ’ 

Parts, Aug. 5.—At1 o’clock, yésterday. after- 
noon, three regiments of Gen. Douary’s division 
and a brigade of light cavalry were attacked at 
Weissenhurg by jvery. considerable forces of ‘the 
enemy, which had been massed in ‘the woods 
akirting the Lauter River.

It. belonged to 
France until 1815, and forme an important border 
fortfess.:: Manufactories of arms are located in 
the ‘town, and lead and tron mines are in the 
vicinity. It was also the birthplace of the un- 
fortnnate Marshal Ney. It is situated ten miles 
north-west of Saarbriicken, and is one of the 
strongest fortresses on the border.)

THE WAR, 

The Paris papers published extras: last 
evenmg, in which 1t was reported. that a heavy 
fight nad been in progress all: day ‘at several 
_points along'the ‘frontier, A combat. 1s. also re- 
ported to ave occurred at Nieder-Lauterbach, 
near the Junction of the Lanter and the Rhine. 
No particulars are given. The rumored cap- 
ture «of Saar-Louis after a great battle, which 
report gained genetal credence, yesterday after- 
noon, is contradicted. The accounts of the re- 
cent fight at Weissenburg differ in no essential 
particular from those given yesterday. The bat- 
tle is represented to have been a bloody one, and 
the report that the French General; DoUAY, was 
killed ‘is ‘confirmed, The French admit a 
reverse, and the accounts through ‘French 
sources agree with those previously received. 
Five hundred of the French prisoners arrived at 
Frankfort yesterday. The total number captured 
was 800, including eighteen officers. ‘In a report 
of the Saarbriick affair received in London, the 
French, it 1s stated, made some prisoners but 
captured nocannon. They lost forty killed and 
sixty; wounded. On both sides 600 men were 
placed hors du combat. ‘The French force in the 
battle. was 30,000,and the Prussian 6,000. The 
fight 
lasted, as has been stated, six hours. The 
French, on Thursday, shelled the Saarbriick 
railway: station, but the engines, cars, &c., 
were removed, and thus sayed.. At the Camp 
at Chalons, on Thursday evening, the Garde 
Mobile had a grand illumination in honor of the 
victory. Previous ‘to this event some insubor- 
dination is said to haye been exhibited among 
the Garde. 

A cavalry skirmish near Lauterburg, in: which 
25 French are said to have defeated 150 Germans, 
is reported to have occurred on Thursday. The 
Prussian head-quarters are now at Treves. The 
London Times of yesterday regards an advance 
on France on the part of ‘Prussia probable, and 
says. Prince CHARLES -will- push forward and 
attack Nancy. The reported naval engage- 
ment, in which a Prussian ship-of-war was sunk, 
is pronounced false ; no naval fight between thé 
two rival Powers has as yet taken place. The 
North ‘German ‘three-masted schooner Laura 
was captured by a French man-of-war and taken 
into Brest vesterday. .NAPOLEON has authorized 
English, American and Austrian physicians to 
enter. the. hospital .service. . £25,000.. have 
been. .raised by the German Committee in 
London for sanitary purposes. French agents 
are purchasing hay largely in Scotland. The 
English fleet has ssiled for Gibraltar.. Money: in 
Antwerp is reported scarce, and basiness at a 
stand still.

The Plan of the European Campaign. 

The Franco-German conflict has already re- 
solved itself into two. well-defined and oppo- 
site lines: of advance. ‘On’ thé one side the 
Prussian troops are descending the valley 
of the Rhine from the great central posi- 
tions of Coblentz, Mayence ‘and Frankfort, 
and by the raijroad system ‘which centres 
at Mannheim, are evidently: preparing 
to invade French ‘territory in force. 
The great line whose terminus.is at. Stras- 
bourg, crosses the frontier at the town of 
Weissenburg, whose capture is now placed 
beyond ‘any doubt." The position of this 
fortified town as the key, of the great iron 
highway by which the invading troops can 
be brought tothe front, is Only one of the 
advantages gained "to the Prussians by 
its capture. .

‘They are given to 
estimating power and’ mmportance by the 
visible signs ‘which ° represent it © in 
their own country, and universal ‘ex- 
perience teaches us that this feel- 
ing cannot altogether be ignored. That our 
national dislike of needless parade and un- 
necessary expenditure in such matters thas 
led us too far, may be possible; and remem- 
bering the testimony borne to that effect by 
Americans resident in China and Japan, we 
are disposed to believe that Mr. pz Lone’s 
Sufficient may be done to preserve's proper 
position for our representative without ' 
rushing into an opposite extreme. 

The allegation that more officials are re- 
quired to perform necessary work is, how- 
ever, of far greater importance to American 
interests in those countries, and has nothing 
todo with sentimental fancies as to relative 
dignity. Weare disposed to ‘go’ much 
further than Mr. pz Lona, and to say that 
the whole of the diplomatic and consular es- 
tablishments, not merely.in Japan, but in 
China also, require a thorough revision and 
reorganization. At the smaller ports, the 
Consuls are merchants, whose training has 
in no way fitted them for the arduous and 
delicate tasks devolving upon them as 
judges between their countrymen ; while, as 
diplomatists, they fail utterly. Destitute of 
interpretorial help, the dispatches which, by 
the help of a“ pigeon-English” speaking com- 
prador, they produce. for the bene- 
fit of the local authorities, ..are so 
imperfect that the latter have even. been 
known to show them to the interpreters of 
other nationalities with the remark that they 
are utterly incomprehensible. The “con- 
sulate” is of course a room in the house, 
often more filled with “ tea-musters” than 
official documents; while the staff consists 
of a “marshal,” who is as often as not a 
runaway seaman of doubtful antecedents. 
Add to this that the profession of a mer- 
chant. is in. Japanese or Chinese eyes ex- 
tremely low, and the opinion entertained 
by natives of our. representative officials 
may be easily conceived. It is all very well 
to say that they must be educated out of 
such absurd notions, but’ that argument 
would equally apply to a great deal which is 
simply done tomeet prevailing ideas in civil- 
ized countries. 

If we turn to the diplomatic service, we 
have evidences of insufficiency not less strik- 
ing. The whole staff at Pekin consists only 
of the Minister and Secretary of Legation, 
a resident missionary being attached as in- 
terpreter. The ties which bind this latter 
gentleman to the Legation being of the slen- 
derest description, it frequently happens that 
he is out of the way when wanted. And if, 
as has more than once been thecase, the Sec- 
retary happens to be ill or absent, the min- 
ister is compelled to borrow an interpreter 
fromthe English or French legation.. No 
demonstration is needed to show how. de- 
structive of our position such a system must 
be. It: has formed the theme of numerous 
articles in the Chinese Press, and is a stand- 
ing. subject of complaint by all citizens 
whose interests have been injured by the 
necessary delay which such a short-handed 
state of affairs necessarily insures.

English and Americén Pauperiom. 

A writer in the last. Westminster Review, 
who deals more with fapte than theories, at· 
tempts to explain the increasing pauperiam 
of England, and to illustrate its phenomena. 
by comparison with the statistics of.some of. 
the Australian cities and of New-York and 
Philadelphia. In all these latter, and es- 
pecially at Melbourne and Ballarat, he finds 
an increasing pauperism, which to his mind 
overthrows the theory that it holds a ditect 
ratio to the crowding of the population. In 
the two American cities named, he gives 
only the, statistics of:one year, having no 
means of comparison with previous years, but ’ 
the figures. are so enormous that he believes 
they show that even in a country like this, 
where there are immense unoccupied areas 
of ground; and abundant‘employment for all 
who have either skill or industry, there are 
causes other than that of overcrowded avo- 
cations,’ One of these he finds in the very 
existence of almshouses, which breed the 
evilthey were designed to relieve. No sys- 
tem: of relief can never ‘be so extended as to 
lack customers: for ita charities. But the 
final cause he finds in the uneducated condi- 
tion of the British emigrant as he lands in 

Australia or America. 

'That the ratio of population to the square 
mile..is ‘not. the solution of pauperism in 
America is evident. The vast eleémosynary 
systém of this’ City,is,employed mainly in 


the rélief of foreigners upon our shores. The | 


main body of the immigration as it reaches 
us 18 immediately utihzed, commg as it does 
with definite ideas as to what it intends to 
agcomplish, and ordinarily with some pre- 
pérations made in advance, and some friends 
ready at the pier-head with advice and as- 
sistance. But with this valuable element 
come others, broken-down and ‘disappointed 
exiles, who have left home in sheer despair, 
the wprthless members. of families, shipped 


‘away. from home to be rid of them, 


and still others, dissipated. or criminals, 
who left. their country for their. country’s 
good—these make up the bulk of New-York 
pauperism. They are an unpleasant codicil 
to an otherwise excellent legacy, and we 
nepd never expect to be rid of them-so long 
as 'we.are able to hold out'inducements to 
the better class of immigrants, ‘who ‘can 
readily shift for themselves.
